CARRY OVER ITEMS:
1. POLICE GARAGE: - A standard lock has been installed on the Police Garage. Please remember to re-
lock the door when you leave. The anti-tamper device will now be installed.




Lock on the Police Garage man-door. Anti-tamper device will be installed when the issue of keys not
working for some of the officers is resolved. Rekeyed to match the police office.

2. CLARIFIER BUILDING: - One fixture will be replaced in its entirety.
The Clarifier Room light fixtures have been cleaned and re-lamped.

3. CORFU 2 INFLUENT ROOM DOOR STILL NEEDS TO BE FIXED: Status Update?
The door of the Influent Room at the Corfu 2 WWTP is still not latching and now the door is binding on
the threshold. As a result, the door closer doesn’t have enough power to close and latch the door. This
continues to be a life safety hazard. Still needs to be fixed.

4 M & M FABRICATING IN DARIEN IS NOT CHARGING THE VILLAGE FOR THE TREE STAND! Has M & M
been acknowledged for their donation?
WEe’ll have to have a tree stand welded up to be mounted on one of the concrete sign bases. Mayor
Sargent is working on a certificate.

5 FCC Information: Any progress on getting prices on Genesee County compatible radios?
According to the latest information received from the FCC, it appears that each user on the Portable
radio system requires an individual personal GMRS license to operate the radios. Each license would
cost $35.00 and would be good for 10 years. Will the Village Board consider that a reimbursable
expense? No update from Dave Krzemien

6 South Shop wall repair: Work is underway.

7 Depot Street Lift Station: - Spare capacitors have been purchased and are labeled.
As mentioned in the sewer report, both motor capacitors in the control panel had to be replaced to get
the pumps running again. These capacitors cost +/- $25.00 each. | will be getting 2 replacement
capacitors from Bailey’s to keep in stock for future replacements.
